BURIAL MASKS. 


Omof th* FMiiItar Cuitonu ot the Aneten* 


Perurtam Nation) 


Tbe ancient Peruviang were accus- 


tomed to depoait articles of value, rai- 
ment, utenniU, tapestries, silver and 
gold witk tiietr dead 
Most interest- 


ing of all were mask-like heads placed 
within the outer wrappings at the top 
of the mammy pack. Mr G H Hurl- 
but, of Chicago, has recently obtained 
such a head from Lima. It is interest- 
ing chiefly on account of ftie hetero- 
geneoo* collection of ornaments and 
trophies with which it is bedecked 


The head i* of heroic size, the fac« 


only being made of wood. This ia 
strongly carved, having a prominent 
nose and wide, firm mouth 
The eyes 


are formed by excavating oval depres- 
sions, and setting m pieces of shell 
First, oval pieces of white clam-shell 
are inserted, which represent the 
whites of the eyes. Upon these, small 
circular bits of dark shell are ce- 
mented, forming the pupils 
Locks of 


hair have been set in beneath the shell, 
the ends of which project, representing 
the lashes of the eye 
The wooden 


part of the mask is flat behind but 
the head has been neatly rounded out 
by a hemispherical bundle of dried 
leaves, which is held in place bj an 
open net of twisted cords 


Besides this, a great variety of arti- 


cles have been attached to the margin 
of the mask by means of nve pairs 
of perforations 
Upon the cro^vn a 


large 
bunch 
of brilliantly colored 


feathers have been fixed Behind thia, 
extending across the top of the head, is 
a long pouch of coaise, white cloth, in 
which a great number of articles hid 
been placed -little packages of beins and 
seeds, rolls of cloth ot diffi rent colors 
and textures, minute bundles of wool 
and flax, bits of coppei and eaith care- 
fully wrapped in husks, bundks ol 
feathers, etc 
Encircling the tortht .id 


are lon^, narrow binds or saqhes one 
of which is whiti,the others having 
figures woven in brilliant colors 
lha 


ends of these hang down at the sidca 
of the f ice 


Attached to the left side of the mask 


by long stout cords is a pouch resem- 
bling a tobacco bag, about six inches 
square the fabric of which resembles 
a coaise saal-cloth 
Attached to the 


lower part of thi-> is a tnnge of lou<;, 
heavy cords 
From the opposite side 


of the head a net was suspended m 
which had b«en placed a variety of ob- 
jects—a sling made ol coids ver\ skill- 
Jully con&tinoted bundks of 1! i\ and 
cords, small neta containing l» ins, 
gourd seeds and other articles copper 
hah hooks r>till attached to the IIIKS, 
which are wound about a bit oi corn- 
stalk or cane, ueatlj made ^iuk«is oi 
dark slate wrapped m corn husks, to 
gether with many other cm ions relit s 


These articles were doubtli« the 


property of the departed so placed in 
accordance with the established cus- 
toms of the race to which he bi longed 
The mask held was probably in it^ll 
an object of much consideration 
il 


though we are at a loss to detei mine 
its exact use by the In ing or its signif- 
icance as a companion of the dead —

Tb* Kcmarkable Deposit* In Remote Parts 


of tbe State of Nevada 


In Lincoln County, Nev , on the Rio 


Virgin, is one of the most remarkable 
deposits of rocksalt on the continent. 
It n found in hills five hundred feet 
above the level of tbe villey, aud 19 
chemically pore. Blocks of it over a 
foot square are so transparent tbat one 
may read a paper through them 
So 


•olid u this salt that it must be blasted 
out the same as if it were rock 
TUi3 


deposit of salt lies about three-quartera 
ol a mile west of the Bio Virgin and 
three miles south of the Mormon vil- 
lage of St. Thomas 
There a body ol 


Che salt is exposed for a length of nearly 
tvo nwUs, which is about half a mile 
wide and ol unknown depth 
The dt- 


posit runs north and sonth, and is seen 
on tli« ratface for a distance of over 
nine miles 
In places the canyons have 


eat through it to a depth of sixty feet, 
it these points the Hiko Company for- 
merly blasted ont the salt required in 
working their ores 
This great deposit 


of salt is situated at an altitude of 
ileven hundred feet above the level of 
he sea. It is undoubtedly very ancient, 
is in one place it haa been covered by 
k flow of basaltic rock 
In other places 


t » covered to a depth of from one to 
ive feet with volcanic tufa 
At Sand 


Jpnngs in Churchill County, besides the 
satt that may be shoveled up from the 
surface, there is found a deposit of 
rock salt fourteen feet in depth 
The 


gait is as transparent as the clearest 
ice, and does not contain a particle ol 
Miy foreign or deleterious substance. 
[t may be quarried the same as if it 
was marble. It is said that one man 
can quarry and wheel out five tons a 
day of this salt 
It is only necessary 


to'grind it to render it fit for dairy or 
table use Sixty or seventy miles north 
of this at the eastern base of the Dun 
Glen range of mountains is the great 
Humboldt salt-field 
This is about fif- 


teen miles long and six miles wide In 
summer, when the surface witm is 
evaporated, salt to the depth of three 
or lour inches may be scraped up from 
the surface 
Beneath the surface is a 


stratum oJ pure rock salt of unknown 
depth 
This rock salt is so hard that 


in order to get it out rapidly it is nec- 
essary to blast it. Were a branch rail- 
road to run to one of these deposits, 
salt would soon become a cheap article 
in the United States 
As there are in 


the same localities great quantities ol 
soda, borax and other valuable miner- 
als, it is probable that the day is not 
far distant when some of them will be 
tapped by branch raihoads, which 
could be cheapl> laid down thiough 
the level 
districts —Dayton

Gravel on Water Street 


EDS. RBPTJBHOAN:—The Herald pub- 


lishes a statement this morning about 
the amount of gravel put on North Wa- 
ter street nearly ten years ago, which is 
unwarranted by the facts and intended 
to mislead those who are not familiar 
with tbe manner in which the work was 
done, and does injustice to those connect- 
ed wiHk the work. I was, as the state- 
ment says, city engineer at that time, 
1876, and 
therefore knew something 


about it. The grade or surface on which 
the gravel was placed was made 6 inches 
higher in tbe center than at the sides, for 
the purpose of throwing the water to the 
sides of tbe streets into the tiling placed 
there to receive it. Then 18 inches of 
gravel was put on the center of the street, 
and 12 inches on the sides, thus making 
the street 12 inches higher in the center 
than at the siie, and it was also BO grad- 
ed that the street was 4 inchea above 
grade in the Center to allow for settle- 
ment. Now, the above quantity of gravel 
equally distributed, makes tbe amount 
of gravel put on the street 14 inches (and 
the wear of the street, together with the 
water that falls on it, has a constant ten- 
dency to carry away the gravel from the 
center to the sides.) And, if we allow 2 
inches to the foot for a settlement, and 1 
inch for what has been carried away by 
cleaning out ditches, Ac., together with 
the effect that 10 years' wear and time 
would have on the street, we would not 
expect to find more than about 11 inches 
of gravel on the street at this time. 


Again, the work was done under the di- 


directionand observation of the committee 
on public improvements in open day, in 
night of all and every person on the street 
interested in the improvement knew the 
quantity of gravel the ordinance required 
to be put on the street, and the stakes 
were eet every DO feet for the proper 
height of the gravel, 18 inches in the cen- 
tre and 12 muhes ou the sides, and it is 
Himply absurd to suppose that 6 inches or 
any other number ot inches less than the 
amount required could have been put on 
without it having been noticed at the 
time. But the main fact that all the 
gravel (12 inches) that it could naturally 
be expected to find is now on the street, 
disposes of the whole question. I have 
been thus particular ID details in the 
above statement because the city engin- 
eer is supposed to be in a measure re- 
sponsible for the proper performance of 
the work under bis charge, and the state- 
merit in the Herald reflects on me to that 
extent.
